Villa Wins Over Leaders. 
Villa already is .reported to have 
taken over some of the petty leaders 
of the central zone territory to the 
south of Torreon.

north to visit Villa was taken as sig­ 
nificant.

Rights of the Minority. 
It was Vice President Marshall who 
said the other day that unlimited de­ 
bate in the senate preserved the rights 
of the minority and was a good thing. 
“ Most of my life,” said the vice pres­ 
ident, "I have been a minority Demo­ 
crat in Indiura. 
I have been criticis­ 
ing and pointing cut the mistakes of 
the majority party. 
I have been in­ 
sisting that It was a mistake to say 
that the 
majority is always right 
T hat is one trouble with majorities— 
they assume that they are always 
rigbL 
Now that we are In the major­ 
ity I am not going to reverse my posi­ 
tion.” 
The fact Is that every majority par­ 
ty hesitates to adopt extreme and dras­ 
tic methods for fear the time will 
come when it will be in the minority 
and the precedents which it established 
will be used to its disadvantage. That 
is one reason why the senate will not 
adopt cloture. 
Seams to Bo Sleeping.
